To the People of Chariton County.
I now beg leave to answer the charge of

"salary grabbing, recently brought against
me. Allow me to say first, that the olliec
I hold is not a salaried oflice, but that its
supjKirt depends entirely upon the fees re-

ceived, and in no contingency can it become
a burden to the county. The local law in
force at my election allowed me to retiin
out of said fees a sum not exceeding $2,-25- 0

per annum for myselfnnd a deputy. In
the canvass of 1874, I waived the right to
have a deputy and pledged myself to run
the oflice nt my own expense and to pay
the surplus over $1,500 per annum into the
county treasury. Said surplus amounted
in the years of 1873-- to $521 43 which I
paid over. In 1877, I rcceivd on said fees
the sum of $2,101 out, of which I paid an
increased expense of deputy hire aud kept
the balance. I did this under the belief
that I was so authorized by the new con-

stitution, which I believed had abolished
the local law on the dny of its adoption in
December 1875. I also obtained the ap-

proval of several good citizens who recom-
mended the course. Your county court
was also duly notified of my intentions, and
every statement required to be made was
furnished according to law. Your records
show these facts, and nothing has been
bidden. I thought I was doing right and
no dissenting voice or whisper had I heard
until recently. And now I respond. I
have this day paid your treasurer $201, and
executed to the county my bond in the sum
oi $ 100 and a deed of trust to secure it on
my little farm, all of which your county
court approves. I do this, not because the
county hus any legal demand upon me be-

yond my promise, and I do not weigh that
promise iu the light of my own opinion of
the law, but the opinion of those who bring
the churgo of fraud ugainst me. Thus hus
my ollice become a source of revenue to
your county and not a burden. Hundreds
of dollars of uncollected fees remain upon
the books which are yours. Your county
is a trifle richer whilo I am a trifle poorer.
Henceforth let no man dare to Bay that I

am a thiet. ote me uacK to private litu
again, if you see proper, take the little es-

tate I have earned, but let 'me feel when I
lie down at night, that I am what I want to
be, above all things else an honest man.
